S. F Wells, secretary of tho Moun- 
tain Lumber Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, was the tirst witness before the 
lumber investigation committee today. 
Ho produced the books of the assocla- 1 
tion meeting In January, 1900, In which 
it was announced that a meeting was 
to be held in Calgary to form a re- 
tailers' association. The schedule of 
prices was changed in November, 1905, 
January, May, August and September, 
1906. The January advance of about 
a dollar was only on rough boards. 
Tho February advance was about 50 
cents all round. The other advances 
would average about a dollar, lie de- 
clared that these advances were neces- 
sary, as the manufacturers were losing 
money. Prices would have soared 
much higher if it wore not for fear of 
outside competition, The Mountain 
association had no relation whatever 
with the United States coast associa- 
tions, When the question of prices 
came up tho association always had 
in view tho condition of the country. 
At the January meeting it was agreed 
i that sales should not he made direct 
to municipalities, but the minute book 
l did not show what became of the mo- 
j tion, and witness could not remember, 
a matter of fact sales were made 
some municipalities. Grades of 
I lumber were changed by the associa- 
tion. The object was to secure uni- 
| formity, and In the end it tended to 
j the advantago of all concerned. Re- 
! plying to Mr. Fowler, he emphatically 
I stnted that there was no understand- 
j ing whatever between the Mountain 
Manufacturers' association and the 
Alberta Retailers' association. He had 
received complaints from Mr. Grogan, 
secretary of the latter association, that 
gales had been made direct to eon- 
tractors. Witness qualified his pre- 
vious statement regarding the exist- 
ence of an understanding by saying 
that, the .Manufacturers' association 
1 1 had an understanding with the retail- 
J j era that they would not sell except to 
regular dealers. 

Quoting from correspondence be- 
tween the two associations, Mr. Fowler 
referred to complaint 109 from the 
Alberta association. 

"You must have received u good 
many?" Fowler queried. 

"Oh, now," replied witness; "I com- 
menced numbering at one hundred" 
This reply caused general laughter. 
In further testimony Mr. Wc'/is said 
no penalty was Imposed for a breach 
of the constitution or bylaws nf the 
association, and no entrance feo was 
Imposed. Its sole object was to keep 
the trade advised of existing con- 
ditions, to purchase supplies as choap- 
I ly as possible and to prevent ruinous 
: competition.

A long discussion took place on the 
bill respecting the export of electric 
energy.

governor-ln-conncil, and this was re- 
jected by 102 to 64. 

Hon. Mr. Lemleux's bill to prevent 
strikes and lockouts In mines and In- 
dustries connected with mines and 
public utilities passed its final stage 
after three attempts had been made 
to amend the measure. Mr. Borden 
moved to refer tho bill to a special 
committee before which railway men 
and others interested might be heard. 
Another amendment was offered by 
Mr. Armstrong, who desired to ex- 
cludo from the operation of the act 
tho clauses now subject to the Labor 
Disputes act of 1903, and a third by 
Mr. Lennox, who sought to introduce 
several changes suggested In commit- 
tee. Those were severally rejected by 
majorities of 58 to 00, the only change 
from party lines being the vote of Mr. 
Pacquet, Conservative, on two divis- 
ions, who voted against two of tho 
amendments. 

Amendments made by the senate to 
the Manitoba radial bill eliminated the 
usual clause requiring the company to 
obtain the consont of municipalities 
before using streets and highways.

SITUATION GROWS ME SERIOUS 



Preparations Made to Call Out the 
Roumanian Army Reserves for 
Restoration of Order 



LORD CHARLES CHARRED 
WITH WESTERN CANADA 



Much impressed With All He Saw 
in This Portion of the 
Dominion 



Winnipeg, March 10. — Lord Charles 
Beresford, after a day In the city, left 
tonight via the States for Now York. 

The admiral is In America in con- 
nection with tho death of his brother, 
who was recently killed in a wreck. 
He went west to San Francisco from 
Texas, and reached this city by way 
of Vancouver. 

"One of tho common remarks that 
we hoar In Great Britain with refer- 
ence to Canada Is that the Dominion 
is the coming country, which is very 
true-. 'l to re can be no doubt regard- 
ing the future of tho Dominion, which 
will be bright for hundreds of years 
to come. The fact, however, is not 
that Canada is the country of the 
intuit ; Canada has already arrived. 
She has passed through the early 
years of infancy una childhood, and 
lias taken her ptace as one. of the 
countries of the world. I cannot tell 
how pleasantly I have been impressed 
by all thai I have seen in tho western 
portion of the Dominion. 1 made short 
stays at several points, including the 
cities of Calgary and Medicine Hat. I 
had not previously seen much of 
western Canada. Many years ago — 
it was In 1864 — I spent some time on 
Vancouver Island and on the Mainland 
of the Pacific Coast. Those were the 
days whon I was with the squadron on 
the Pacific Coast. I was on three 
frigates on the Pacific, and was from 
time to Lime on shore on fishing and 
hunting trips. The memories of 

those days are ex". dingly pleasant. 

The fishing was good, and the Island, 
as wedl as tile Mainland, was a hunter's 
paradise. I was again in tho Do- 
minion in 1874, when 1 was oil tile 
Atlantic Coast, and saw something of 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. Of 
.the great interior portion of western 
Canada I have, however, seen nothing 
until the present time, and. as 1 say, 
nothing would express too strongly my 
admiration." 



Vienna, March 19.— According to a 
telegram received here from Charno- 
wltz, an Austrian town close to the 
boundary of Moldavia, Roumania, ad- 
vices have been received there from 
the Austrian frontier police at ltz- 
kanua that tho antl-Jewlsh outbreak 
In Roumania is assuming serious pro- 
portions. Peasants have attacked 
and plundered Jews at Burduzzlni, 
who are lieelng over the frontier to 
Ilskunua. About 2000, mostly women 
and children, have already crossed the 
frontier. Other reports say furOcr 
disturbances have occurred at Botos- 
chanl, where the peasants have set 
fire to tho houses of Jews, and as a 
result the entire town is In flames. 

The Hebrew alliance of Vienna is 
preparing to take care of the Rou- 
manian fugitives. 

Bucharest, Roumania, March 10. — 
The agrarian movement in North Mol- 
davia, where the peasants are in revolt 
against the exactions and tyranny of 
the farmers and the new taxes recently 
voted by the parliament, Is rapidly 
spreading and is causing much anxiety 
to tho government. 

The town of Botoschani was raided 
yesterday by 2000 peasants, who plun- 
dered the Jewish quarter and mal- 
treated the Jewish storekeepers. 
Troops have been sent there and to 
the other points where disturbances 
have occurred. The government Is 
preparing t-o tako measures to sup- 
press the agitation. 

Further reports from Botoschani say 
that during tho riot thera on March 17 
four peasants were killed and two 
soldiers mortally wounded. 

Both houses of parliament passed an 
urgent bill authorizing the govern- 
ment to call tho army reserves to tho 
colors for a fortnight or longer. It Is 
reported, that many bunds of peasants 
are preparing to enter Jassy. The pre- 
fect for that district has telegraphed 
to tho government asking that a large 
number of troops be sent there. Stu- 
dents are agitating the samo questions 
as tho pensants. The Jewish popula- 
tion is in fear of excesses.

OF PASSENGER RATES 



Only Local Fares in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan Are Af- 
fected Thereby 
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BIG STRIKE THREATENED 

Boilermakers Send Ultimatum to E. H. 
Harriman 

Cleveland, Ohio, March 10. — Accord- 
ing to reports In circulation here, at a 
secret meeting of the executive board 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Boilermakers and Iron Shipbuilders, 
held in this city today, a strike will 
probably be ordered within forty-eight 
hours on all railroads -controlled by 
E. H. Harriman and his associates. 
Mr, Harriman, it Is said, has been 
given forty-olght hours to agree to the 



■Winnipeg, March 19. — -.Considerable 
interest Is manifested In local railroad 
circles over the announcement that 
the board of railway commissioners 
has ordered a three-cent passenger 
rate for all railways in the country 
between Calgary and the Atlantic 
Coast. The principal effect of this 
change will be to reduce existing local 
rates In Alberta and Saskatchewan on 
the main line, which are now on a 314- 
cent basis; and the Introduction of 
new rates will mean a reduction of 
half ti cent a mile on all local tickets 
sold in and for these two provinces. 
About 5000 mile's of railway will be 
affected by this change, and tho sav- 
ing of half a cent per mile over such 
an extensive territory will doubtless 
total a large annual saving to the 
pockets of travelers. The rates In the 
province of Manitoba, which are now 
on the three-cent basis, and through 
rates, which are all less than that, are 
not affected by the action of the rail- 
way commissioners. 

"The announcement made that the 
Dominion railway commission had or- 
dered a reduction of till passenger 
rates from Calgary to the Atlantic 
Coast to the three cents a mile basis 
will not have much effect on the rev- 
enue of the company in the West," 
said Mr. Whyte, second vice-president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, In 
discussing the matter.

Quebec's Action 
Mr. Lugrln pointed out that Quebec 
had already introduced a law which 
would have Hie effect of rendering 
Inoperative', to a large extent, the 
Lord's Day Observance act, and that 
no opposition was being offered. Ho 
further drew the attention of tho 
members present to the cane of tho 
Canada Temperance act. 

''You will remember," said ho, "that 
at the time that act was passed the 
Judicial, committee of the privy coun- 
cil gave a decision to the effect that 
it was perfectly valid In all the pro- 
vinces, end this led many people to 
say that the local governments wore 
to be deprived of the power of regu- 
lating liquor affairs. Such was not 
by any means the case, however, and 
tho provincial governments can now 
pass laws to regulate the liquor traf- 
llc as they see lit." 

Continuing, Mr. Lugrln pointed out 
the unfairness of laying on the shoul- 
ders of the ministers the full burden 
Of the responsibility tor the enforce- 
ment of the act. 

"It is distinctly unfair," said he, "to 
put the attorney-general In a position 
where ho may be accused of making 
fish of one and Mesh of the other. The

Such was the resolution unanimously 
passed at the meeting, of the board. o£ 
trade hold yesterday afternoon, for the 
purpose of discussing the Lord's Day 
Observance act. The attendance at 
the meeting, although not large, was 
as representative as it is possible to 
have a meeting, of the board, and the 
resolution was. .nop ^passed until the 
matter had reteVvufl a "thorough con- 
sideration, every point having been 
dlscused. 

Opinion at the meeting was very 
evenly divided* between two distinctly 
opposite conceptions. "While a number 
of the gentlemen present favored the 
general Idea of the act, but deprecated 
Its application to certain peculiar con- 
ditions In British Columbia, of which 
the eastern law-givers had no know- 
ledge, others were inclined to frown 
on the whole idea of the act, and to 
claim that Sabbath observance was 
not a matter to be dealt with by legis- 
lators but rather 10 be left to the* con- 
science of the Individual. 

The feelings of that section which 
looked with disfavor upon the general 
principle of the Lord's Day observ- 
ance was represented by the resolution 
moved by ,T. W. Amborry and seconded 
by Col. Prior. Mr. Lugrln's resolution 
was moved as an amendment to this 
resolution, and so evenly was opinion 
devilled between the two, that when 
the vote was taken it was found that 
there was a tie, and it was accordingly down 
necessary for the president, F. A. 
Pauline, to exercise his privilege as 
regards the casting vote. This he did, 
voting In favor of Mr. Lugrln's 
amendment, which accordingly took 
the place of the resolution, and which 
it was later decided to make unani- 
mous 

.Mr. Amberrv's resolution read as 
follows: "Resolved, that this board of 
trade, while approving of the cessa- 
tion of all work as tar as is practical 
the Lord's day, respectfully urges 
tho provincial government to make 
Inoperative In British Columbia the 
Lord's Day act of Canada, considering 
the same to be unnecessary in this 
province, and the object of the act an 
unreasonable curtailment of the rights 
and privileges of the citizens, whilst 
bestowing no reciprocal advantages." 

It was pointed out, when the meet- 
ing open- d, mat the session had been 
cailea ror the purpose of drafting some 
resolution for presentation to the local 
house on the matter. II. B. Thomson, 
one of the members for tills city, wrote 
to tlie board some time ago. calling 
their attention to the fact that reso- 
lutions had been received from the 
boards of trade of Last Kootenay 
cities, and that the legislature would 
like to have some similar expression 
of opinion from the coast cities, so 
that they might be guided in their 
future actions. 

Question of Power 
It w.'is in accordance with this re- 



let, and I have made my motion with 
a view to putting the responsibility on 
tlie shoulders of the representatives of 
the people, where it belongs, instead 
of upon the shoulders of the members 
of the government alone." 

The opinion of a large section of tlie 
meeting was echoed by J. .1. Shall- 
cross, who in a lengthy speech pointed 
out the good ami bail points of tlie 
bill, and spoke strongly in favor of 
the passage of a measure more favor- 
able to this province by tlie local 
legislature. 

"1 don't believe," said Mr. Shall- 
eross, "that when the Dominion par- 
liament passed the act, and said that 
it was not to Interfere with regula- 
tions 'now or hereafter In force,' it 
meant to hand this province a gold 
brick. I think that tho Intentions 
were perfectly good. The trouble is 
that the people who passed the law 
hud no knowledge of conditions in tills 
province. Possibly they realized this, 
and wanted to leave a loophole of 
escape should the legislation prove 
unfair; that may be the reason that 
the 'hereafter In force' clause was in- 
troduced. At any rate, I am sure that 
there wus not the Slightest intention 
of interfering with any established in- 
dustry. Take the case of the farmers 
of Ontario. They claimed that if they 
were prohibited from working on Sun- 
day, tlie maple sugar crop would bo 
spoiled. Consequently a clause was 
Introduced allowing them to work in 
the sugar camps on die Sabbath, Why 
wus that ". Because the fanners' votu 
in Ontario is a powerful vote, and it 
made itself felt. la British Columbia 
here, we can make the same cluuse 
for the miners us were made for tho 
sugar-gatherers, in the mining camps 
it's a case of work all the time or else 
do something worse. There is no sucli 
tiling as rest. A man gets his rest 
When the season's over, and he goes 
Into the city. The trouble la 
that our miners' vote has but little 
power at Ottawa. Our miners are en- 
titled to the same rights as were ac- 
corded to the farmers of Ontario, and 
as they have not got those rights in 
the act, they must he awarded them 
by moans of provincial legislation.'' 
■ Mr. Shallcross also spoke feelingly 
of the Iniquity of a law which pro- 
hibited u man from buying tobacco 
on the trains mi Sunday, and gave 
tho traveler on the Lord's Day nothing 
better to do than to gaze disconso- 
lately fsfjm the window.

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1 1 Mr. Lugrln and Mr. Crease pointed 
out that Inasmuch as the net had once 
been passed, and was now law, It w.as 
impossible to make It Inoperative, and 
that In asking the local government to 
do so, the board would be putting them 
in a very difficult position. Debate, 
however, only served to bring oat even

resolution In regard to better 
Is upon the order paper for 
It is not easy to exaggerate 
its Importance, and we hope the House 
wljl approach its consideration in 
spirit in keeping with the magnitude 
of the issue involved. This Is no 
occasion for an exhibition of party 
politics. Tho legislature of British 
Cpjurn,bia, representing the people of 
this province and fresh from the polls 
after an election in which the question 
oX better terms was the principal issue, 
is to have an opportunity of going 
upon record specifically as to the views 
of British Columbia upon it. The issue 
cannot be shirked. It might have been 
allowed to rest in abeyance for a little 
while, if Sir Wilfrid Laurler had 
confined his resolution, which is to 
ha tho basis of an Address to Hie 
Imperial Parliament, to a request that 
tho- Britisli North America Act might 
bo so amended as to include provisions 
applicable to all the provinces alike. 
If he had done this, and had followed 
it up with the assertion that these 
terms, as far as they applied to 
tho general subject of federal aid, 
should be final and unalterable, we do 
not think that any objection could 
have been raised. But Sir Wilfrid has 
seen lit to add to tho provisions, in 
which all the provinces shall share, 
an additional one having special 
applicability to British Columbia, and 
he asks that this also shall be final 
and unalterable, although he well 
knows that British Columbia, by the 
most pronounced way possible under 
the Constitution, has refused to accept 
such a settlement. 

Under these circumstances two 
courses only are open to the legislature 
of this province. One is to acquiesce 
in the decision to which Sir AVilfrld 
Laurler has come, and which he 
profloaos to have incorporated in tho 
amendment to the British North 
America Act, and the other Is to go 
on record in tho most distinct manner 
possible against such a determination 
of the subject. We are unable, to see 
any middle course. If the former is 
adopted it will mean the stultification 
of every public man in the province, 
who has ever expressed himself upon 
bettor terms, it will be a withdrawal 
fronv the ground hitherto occupied by 
both sides of tho House, and which the 
Liberals vied with the Conservatives 
in making as strong as possible. 

If the latter Is adopted, British Co 
lumbla will not be estopped hereafter 
from demanding a reasonable measure 
of justice; for nothing can be "final 
and unalterable" as far as it relates 
to this province, If the legislature 
places itself on record as to refusing 
to accept li In that way. 

As the Colonist looks upon this 
question, it rises so far above all 
party considerations, that neither the 
Government nor the Opposition ought 
to give a single thought to any possi- 
ble partisan advantage tiiat can In; 
gained from it. The elections are 
over. In the ordinary course of events 
four years may be expected to pass 
before there is another appeal to the 
people. Honorable members ought 
therefore to feel absolutely free to deal 
with the matter upon its merits. The 
occasion is one which calls for tho 
best that there is in the members of 
the House. As our provincial public 
men place themselves on record upon 
this question, so they will stand before 
tho people of British Columbia here- 
after. In nearly every province there 
has arisen from time to time some 
great question, possessing an influence 
of a far-reaching nature. British 
Columbia has rarely seen such 
occasion, but one is presented now, and 
the people of the province, indeed tho 
people of all the provinces, will watch 
With deep interest to see how our 
public men shall acquit themselves 
under the grave responsibility that 1ms 
been forced upon them by the action 
of tho federal Premier. In order that 
tho issue may be kept as free 
possible from all partisan color, the 
Colonist in its references to Sir 
Wilfrid's resolution has refrained from 
making any comment that could be 
objected to even by the strongest 
supporters of that gentleman. We 
recognlzo that ho represents in the 
resolution the opinion of the premiers 
of the other provinces; we acknow- 
ledge that his point of view — namely, 
that British Columbia can only expect 
to receive such exceptional considera- 
tion as the other provinces assent to— 
Is one that is readily understood and 
doubtless commends Itself to tho other 
provinces. What we nssort Is, first, 
that tho relations between this prov- 
ince and the Dominion nro matters to 
be settled primarily between this 
province and tho Dominion, and, soc- 
ond, that if tho provinces ought to be 
the Judges, they should not bo asked 
to decldo until after thoy had made a 
thorough and exhaustive inquiry into 
nil tho points involved, an inquiry 
which was quite impossible at such a 
gathering as the inter-Provincial Con- 
ference. 

Even if wo agree to the proposition 
that the a3sent of tho other provinces 
ought lo bo obtained to any ugrecment 



made with this province, we claim that, 
as the issue Is In the first place one 
between the province and tho Domin- 
ion, tho respective governments of 
British Columbia and Canada ought to 
agree upon what is fair and reasonable 
to be done, mid the Dominion govern 
ment ought to chargo itself with tho 
duty of securing the assent of tho 
provinces to the agreemont so arrived 
at. Granting that Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
Is correct in saying that any excep- 
tional terms to British Columbia must 
bo assented to by the other provinces, 
ho ought not to throw tho responsi- 
bility of deciding upon such torms 
upon the provinces, but as the Loader 
of tho government of Canada Bhould 
decide for hlmsolf what this province 
should receive, and then. If ho thought 
It necessary, ask the provincial gov- 
ernments for their assent. But wo 
dlssont wholly from the Idea that the 
provincial governments have' any right 
to be consulted in regard thereto. Tho 
provincos are represented in Parlia- 
ment, .and their representatives in 
Parliament are tho proper persons to 
spoak for them in respect to all sub- 
jects involving the relations of any 
province to the Dominion. On former 
occuslons, when provinces have urged 
special consideration, it has never been 
hold that all the provincial ministries 
should be first consulted before relief 
was granted. Why should a different 
rule obtain now? The provinces en- 
tered into a Confederation and by 
agreement with each other delegated 
certain powers to the federal legisla- 
ture, retaining certain others for 
themselves. In the powers retained by 
tho provinces, or if the phrase is pre- 
ferred, in the powers conferred upon 
the provinces by the Imperial Act, 
there is not a word that can be con- 
strued to mean that they shall have a 
voice In anything which may there- 
after be agreed upon between tho 
provinces and the Dominion, wliereas 
in the powers conferred upon the Par- 
liament of Canada everything neces- 
sary to the peace, order and good 
government of the Dominion is em- 
braced. There can hardly bo any 
constitutional question as to the right 
of Parliament to grant British Colum- 
bia such exceptional treatment as may 
he proper. But it may be answered 
that, granting this contention, there 
remains the moral aspect of the mat- 
ter, which requires that nothing shall 
be done for one of the partners in 'he 
Confederation which cannot be justi- 
fied to the other partners. We con- 
cede this without argument, but dis- 
tinguish between such a claim and 
that which Sir Wilfrid Laurler appar 
ently makes, namely, that the partners 
must decide what any one of them 
shall receive. As any exceptional 
allowance must be made out of the 
general revenue of Canada, and as the 
control of that revenue Is vested in the 
Dominion government, subject only to 
the paramount authority of the Cana- 
dian Parliament, we claim that it is 
for the government of Canada to de- 
termine In the first Instnce what 
portion, if any, of that revenue shall 
be given to any province under any 
conditions whatsoever not Included in 
tlie specific provisions of the British 
North America Act, and that the pro- 
per persons to express the assent or 
dissent of the provinces are the repre- 
sentatives of those provinces in the 
House of Commons. We discover 
nothing either in the fundamental

empire-hulldlng. It has taken some 
four centuries to erect the Imperial 
edifice as It now exists, and thoro 
would be little gained by unduly rush- 
ing tho work now. Lot us rather 
hasten slowly, remembering that what 
Is worth doing at all is worth doing 
well, and that tho time is tho great 
solvent of all political problems. 

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE 

Tho action of the Board of Trade In 
regard to Sunday observance will, we 
think, commend Itself to tho judgment 
of the community, except those who 
think that the Lord's Day Act, as 
passed by Parliament, contains the last 
word to be said on tho subject. Tho 
Board hos placed Itself on record as 
in favor of tho principle of sotting 
apart one day in seven for rest and 
worship, and recognizes that the due 
observance of that day may properly 
be regulated by statute. It submits, 
however, that In framing the Act re- 
ferred to, the Dominion Parliament has 
not been well-advised as to the re- 
quirements of this province and asks 
that tho provincial government shall 
Investigate it to see what changes 
ought to be made In It to make it in 
keeping with public opinion here and 
as little Injurious as possible to Brit- 
ish Columbia Industries. It Is difficult 
to see how such a resolution can be 
objected to even by the working 
members of the Lord's Day Alliance, 
unless, as has been intimated above, 
they take the position that the last 
word to be spoken bus been already 
said on the subject. 

A Sunday Observance law, that Is 
not sustained by public opinion, hadjtli 
better have no place on the statut 
book. By this we do not mean thntjelst on 
every individual must not be satisfied 
with the law, but that the enactment 



ought to be of such a character that 
no reasonable exception can be taken 
to it. There Is not much in the argu- 
ment against the law that it is a 
curtailment of personal liberty, 
laws are that; if they were not there 
would be no object in passing them. 
If every person was to bo at liberty 
to do just what he pleased, there 
would be no use in making any laws. 
The principle to bo considered Is 
rather that there shall be no laws 
which needlessly infringe upon pcr-

Information regarding the buiilness. Tills 
plan, while It usually resulted in n settle 
ment of the difference)?, was seldom 
wholly satisfactory to either side because 
of the inability of the third arbitrator t« 
(five decisions on technical data. Both 
sides felt handicapped in tU* regard and 
the last time n difference arose betweeu 
publishers and printer;) In Ottawa a repre- 
sentative deputation from each body met 
and discussed the matter together, with 
such favorable results that a settlement 
was arrived at without recourse to arbitra- 
tion. 

Under Hie latest arrangement In case of 
ii deadlock between publishers and printers 
each side will appoint an arbitrator who 
will endeavor to bring about a settlement, 
in ease of a failure to do so the American 
Newspaper Publishers' association, whose 
members is made up of the lending news- 
paper publishers of Canada and the United 
States, will appoint one arbitrator who 
has no 'connection whatever with the local- 
ity where the dispute hau arisen mid is 
therefore not susceptible to local Influences 
or prejudices. The Typographical Union, 
which represents all tin- trades connected 
with tin' production of a newspaper, will 
also appoint an nrbltrntor, usually the pros 
Idout, ami the two will appoint n third la j 
tin" porson of some man of national rcpu- I 
Utlon. Their decision shall be final and j 
respective organizations will enforce I 
uupllance on their members. In the ease 
' the union. If the printers Involved In- 
striking, their cards will be taken 
nwny and [heir places filled by other union 
printers. Tills comes as near to ninkln' 
strikes Impossible lis has yel been reached, 
nnd It Is altogether tilting that the news- 
papers who have to do so much advising 
in connection with striken In other trades, 
and the Typographical Union, which Is 
credited with being the most highly Intel- 
ligent labor organization in existence,

Wo depre- 
cate the Introduction of party politics 
into matters relating to Colonial con- 
ferences, and therefore, while readily 
understanding why the British press 
should feel disappointed because 
among the matters to be discussed 
there Is nothing emanating from the 
Dominion, we are not oblivious of tho 
fact that there does not seem to bo 
much for Canada to suggest at the 
present time. Canada has contributed 
a large share towards the promotion 
of Inter-Imperial unity by inaugurat- 
ing the system of preferential tariffs. 
This has borne good fruit. For Can- 
uda to follow this up by advising the 
Imperial government what course it 
should take in the regulation of its 
fiscal affairs would appear to us to be 
to assume a rolc< which tho Dominion 
Is unfitted to play.

Kecent advices from Salt Spring 
Island tell of a gallant piece of work 
performed there recently by a deck 
hand from the steamer Iroquois. 

It appears that S. T. Conery, a well 
known and respected resident of that 
island, was landing from the steamer 
at Ganges Harbor, when the vessel 
started to swing out from the wharf. 
The plank slipped and fell, precipitat- 
ing Mr. Conery Into the water. Un- 
fortunately ho was unable to swim, 
and was In serious danger when one 
of the deck hands froni the steamer 
leapt into tho water, and after repeat- 
ed dives succeeded in llnding the half 
drowned man and bringing him to the 
surface, where he managed to keep 
him above water until help arrived. 

Both ben were extremely exhausted 
when rescued, but whilo the deck hand 
recovered rapidly, Mr. Conery's long 
immersion had seriously affected him, 
and according to the latest advices he 
was In a serious condition. When 
rescued by the plucky deck hand ho 
was in the last stages of drowning, 
and had he not been brought to the 
surface when he was, the probability 
is that he would have lost his life. The 
Plucky deck hand appears to be as mod- 
est as he is brave. Although tho Iroquois 
was at Sydney since then, nothing was 
heard of him, and the report of the af- 
fair comes direct from Salt Spring 
Island. His name is not mentioned in 
the despatch, and there Is no clue giv- 
en as to his identity. His brave act 
appears to be worthy of some recogni- 
tion, and a movement Is on foot to 
bring tho matter to the attention o 
the olflcers of the Royal Humane So 
cioty.

BY LOCAL IMPROVEMENT. 

Washington Avenue and Richardson 
Street to be Operated on. 

Aid. Henderson, chairman of the 
Streets, Bridges and Sowers Commit- 
tee, has given notice to the effect that 
two more Important streets will short- 
ly be taken over by the city, and fixed 
up on the local improvement assess 
ment system. The streets in question 
are Washington avenue between Gorge 
and Burnside roads, and Hichardson 
betweon Moss and St. Charles, and in 
both cases tho Improvements will b 
carried out to the full, including grad 
Ins, macadamizing and in all prob 
ability cement sidewalks, although this 
latter item has not yet been fully de- 
cided upon. 

The improvement of Washtng'tor 
avenue is being undertaken at the re- 
quest of the ratepayers of the neigh- 
borhood, and is another proof of the 
growing popularity of the local im- 
provement system, as applied to the 
thoroughfares of the city. As to Rich- 
ardson street, the plan for the grading 
and macadamizing of this thorough- 
fare originated with the council and 
Is an item in the programme under- 
taken by Mayor Morloy and this year's 
council for -the abolition Of cul do sacs 
In tho stroet system of the city, and 
the continuation of all thoroughfares. 

As things are at present Hichardson 
street ends In tho holds between Moss 
and St. Charles street, the road termi- 
nating in a cul de sac before it reach- 
es the latter street. As mentioned in 
these columns some Unie ago, it is 
planned to carry the street on to St. 
Charles, and to this end the city ent- 
ered into negotiations with tho pro- 
vincial government and Col. Herchmer 
the owner of tho land through which 
the extension of the street would have 
pass. The negotiations have now 
been satisfactorily terminated, and the 
improvement will be undertaken at 
once. 

Aid. Henderson yesterday posted no- 
tice at the city hall to the effect that 
at the next mooting of the council he 
would introduce by-laws for the carry- 
ing out of both these works on the 
local improvement plan.

A TOURIST ATTRACTION 

Sir,— Quite by chance the other day I ran 
across a Sydney (Australia) newspaper of 
the date of February 13th, ami my eye 
caught the following article under the cap- 
tion, "Open Air Restaurant", 

"For a long time the plan of having res- 
tnuranta or kiosks In the parks has been 
discussed 'by private capitalists. Now the 
city council has decided to "111! a long-felt 
want," by establishing a klosfc In Hvde 
Park. Everything points to nn Ideal carry- 
ing out of the scheme. The site chosen is 
one opposite Stll Mary's Cathedral, near the 
band stand. The council proposes to take 
an acre ami a half, and build a kiosk that 
will have verandahs 14 feet wide. Re- 
freshment tables will be placed, upon these 
verandahs and In the grounds. Tho grounds 
which surround the kiosk will be laid out 
In restful-looking lawns and tasteful beds 
of (lowers. Glass screens that run up and 
down like windows will sorve for veran- 
dah awnings when it Is windy or wet. 
An up-to-date feature about the catering 
Is that all the cooking will be done by 
electricity, This will he easy to manage

owing to the park already having electric 
power. At first the band will be engaged 
for one afternoon and two evenings every 
week. The council guarantees that the 
music shall be nood and well performed. 
Singers, ventriloquists, and vloflutsts per- 
forming on their own Initiative will not 
be allowed to approach the kiosk. Light 
refreshments will too procurable all day 
and all evening, and luncaeons in the mid- 
dle of the day. Probably not very much 
In the way of night dinners will bo at- 
tempted at first. The entering is to he 
done by private enterprise, as the council 
could not very well undertake it. Mere 
Is a grand opportunity for women to dis- 
play their powers. It is admitted that 
meals served by women usually have a 
daintier fresher appearance than those 
which men manage to put forward. Ap- 
oearances add greatly, to the relish with 
which food Is taken. The council favor 
the appointment of women caterers, provid- 
ed that women possess, as well as refine- 
ment and daintiness, the necessary busi- 
ness qualifications. A project of this sort 
Is likely to be made or marred nt the start. 
If the right person Is secured in tho begin- 
ning,, the .scope for women who have proved 
themselves worthy to take diplomas In the 
domestic' training' school- will be greatly 
widened." . . 

The tbou.ght Immediately occurred to me 
that a similar Innovation nt Beacon Hill 
Park during the beautiful summer months 
would constitute a great attraction for 
tourists. We are nil or us agreed That 
Victoria is destined to become the greatest 
tourist resort in Western America; no one 
disputes that the natural charms of Ueaenn 
Hill Pari; aro unsurpassed in the world — 
therefore why should we not Imitate our 
Antipodean cousins and provide some at- 
traction for the host of visitors who will 
shortly be with us? The scheme as out- 
lined in the clipping above reproduced is 
not elaborate or complicated one, and Is 
quite within the capacity of Victorians to 
undertake. I commend the matter to the 
consideration of the executive of the Tour 
1st Association. G.

FIGHTING HOME RULE 

Tho Unionist Party Engages in Active 
Opposition 

Dondon, March 10.— Tho Unionist 
campaign against the legislation which 
the government proposes to Introduce 
after Easter, giving partial home rule 
to Ireland, was formally opened today.

Municipal Committee of Legislature 
Considers Measures. 

A meeting: of the Municipal Commit- 
tee was held yesterday morning- when 
a government 1)111 dealing- with water- 
courses, boundaries, etc., In the farm- 
ing districts, particularly of tho lower 
mainland, came up for considei atlon.

The plans for the proposed new 
Nurses' Home at the Provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital occupied much of tho 
attention of the board of managers of 
that Institution at the regular monthly 
mooting of the body held yesterday 
evening. 

The home lias been under the con- 
sideration of tlie board for some 
months past, ami the arrangements 
have now almost been completed for 
its erection. It is expected that ten- 
ders will bo called at no very distant 
date, and work will then be pushed 
ahead with all speed. It Is recognized 
that proper quarters lor the nurses aro 
badly needed at the hospital, and tlie 
board is sparing no pains to have a 
permanent building erected as soon as 
possible. At present tlie nurses are 
putting up with somewhat makeshift 
sort of apartments. 

The plan of the building as submit- 
ted to The hoard last evening shows 
the following rooms: Thirty bedrooms, 
each 10 to 12 feet; six bathrooms, one 
large sitting-room, one head nurse's 
sitting-room, one study and 1 small 
reception-room, one tnmkroom, one 
small kitchen. 

Tho building will be constructed on 
tho most modern plan and will he fit- 
ted throughout with up-to-date con- 
veniences. The hunting apparatus will 
be the best procurable. 

The plans have not yet been dolln- 
Itely decided upon, and it 1:- conse- 
quently at present Impossible to 
calculate the exact expenditure that 
will be necessary; It is probable, how- 
ever, that it will approximate $S,000. 
Several members of the board, who 
had been inspecting the N Vancouver 
N T urses' home, reported their ex- 
periences to tlie meeting. The Victoria 
home will, when built, be in several 
ways superior to the Vancouver one. 
Which cost in the neighborhood of 
JG.500. The whole matter of the plans 
for the new home was left in the hands 
of the house committee, witli the un- 
derstanding that a report will be sub- 
mitted at the next meeting of the 
board. 

it was decided in tlie course of the 
evening to appeal to tlie city council 
for an Increased grant to the hospital. 
The city has at present in the hospital 
a number of free patients, and the cost 
of keeping these is considerable, and 
continually increasing. The council 
will be asked to pay up all that is 
owing on the keep and treatment of 
the froe patients, and the aldermen 
will also be given to understand that 
the cost oT running the hospital Is 
considerable, and that any further aid 
wdll be thankfully received. 

The secretary of the board was in- 
structed to write to the clerk of tho 
council asking that a date for an In- 
terview between tho executive of the 
board and council be llxed, and It was 
also understood that an appeal for 
increased aid would also be made to 
the government, although regarding 
this latter matter ,no definite steps 
wore taken. 

The ever-present cruestlon of repairs 
to the various buildings of tlie hospital 
came in for a good deal ot" discussion. 
Tlie roof of the main building, which 
Is a perennial source of trouble, was 
discussed at length, but no definite 
conclusion was reaohed. Somo mem- 
bers of the board are in favor of slat- 
ing the roof, but to this It Is objected 
that another storey will in all prob- 
ability be needed In the near future, 
and It la claimed that it would be 
more economical to wait until this has 
been accomplished. Others of tho 
board aro in favor <>( re-shingling, 
while others again would like to have 
the present shingles painted over. 
Meanwhile, as Dr. Hascll graphically 
put it, the shingles on the roof are 
"curled up like the back of a boiled 
salmon." 

Repairs within tlie building also oc- 
cupied the attention nf the board, a 
long list, Including various damages 
dono by tho heavy frosts of the past 
winter, being submitted by Dr. Hasell. 
R. W. Brett, as chairman of the house 
committee, informed the board that it 
might as well save Itself the trouble 
of debating this proposed expenditure, 
as "repairs simply had to be done." 
ami the board, taking his word for It, 
adopted tlie report and decided to call 
for tenders. 

The board of managers were not 
allowed to escape the epidemic of wage 
raising which of late has been ram- 
pant in the city, and that they, too, 
wore liable was called to their atten- 
tion by a letter from the manager of 
the vegetable garden and lighter of 
furnaces 111 ordinary to the hospital. 
This functionary asked for an Increase 
of salary "in view of the continued 
prosperity of the vegetable garden," 
ami It was decided to grant him $5 a 
month additional. 

The report of Dr. Hasell, the resi- 
dent medical olllcer, was received and 
adopted. It was as fellows: Patients 
treated, 150.; patients admitted, 90 : 
patients treated free, 73; days' slay of 
patients, 1,1117; daily average attend- 
ance, US 1-3. 

The doctor also reported the follow- 
ing donations: Miss A. Hardy,, Miss 
Strong-hurst, W. C. Sampson, maga- 
zines; C. A. Holland, 30 trees; Walter 
Langloy, books and magazines; The 
Colonist, 10 impels dally for use of 
patients. 

The finance committee of the board 
reported an expenditure of $1,045.75 
during the month of February, and 
recommended the payment qf ilddit'on- 
al accounts to the amount of $2,121.01. 
The dallv average expense -if each 
patient for the past month was $1.25. 

Other matters of minor importance 
were dealt with. 

Those present at the meeting were: 
Jam oil Forman, In the chair; H. 
Hejmcken, Alex. Wilson, R. \V. B-cti, 
Thomas Sliotl.olt, R. S. Day, W. Mable, 
C. A. Holland, W. .1. Bolden. 

Mineral Specimens. 
The museum at the Victoria College 
received a very valuable addition a few 
days ago In the shape of a cabinet 
containing specimens of the minerals 
of tlie province. The cabinet, was se- 
cured through the efforts of Hon. Win. 
Templeman, Minister of Inland Rev- 
enue. The collection was gathered by 
the Dominion Geological Survey De- 
partment.

Several technical amendment 
bill entitled "An Act to Con 
and Amend the .Succession Duties Act" 
were introduced by the Attorney Gen- 
eral and were accepted by the house 
without dessent. The amendments 
to the Assessment Act were stood 
over, as was also the report on the 
bill entitled "An Act to Incorporate 
the British Columbia Veterinary Asso- 
ciation." The committee report on the 
bill termed "An Act to Amend the 
County Court Act" was accepted. 
Probate Duty. 

In introducing the second reading of 
the bill known as "An Act to Ratify 
an Order- in - Council Regarding Pro- 
bate Duis" tie; Attorney General ex- 
plained the reasons which had induced 
the government to Introduce the con- 
templated amendment.. lie said that 
in the act relating to the Supreme 
Court the question of probate had bevn 
overlooked. Uecau.se of this omission 
the question might arise as to whether 
probate duty could be charged when 
only ordered by tin,' court. The amend- 
ment would render the possibility of 
such a contingency occurring outside 
the hounds of possibility. There was 
no discussion upon tin point, the tdll 
passing Its second reading without de 
bate. The house then went into c om 
mlttoe of the whole with Dr. McGuil 



If such companies held property the 
real estate, under the conditions speci- 
fied, reverted to the crown. Tho action 
ot the government would place those 
companies affected in the position of 
being able to pay tho fee provided for 
under the existing act for re-lncorpor- 
atlon. Ho was convinced that the ob- 
ject aimed at would commend Itself to 
the house. 

Opposition's Argument, 

The leader of the Opposition, J. A. 
Macdonald, was puzzled to know why 
companies which had gone out of ex- 
istence should be revived. And he was 
especially concerned to ascertain why 
It was proposed to do such a thing In 
tho manner proposed. He contended 
that such action would make the 
shareholders of defunct companies re- 
sponsible for policies which may have 
been pursued by the directors of the 
said concerns after the latter had leg- 
ally perished. He understood thai; It 
was Intended to give back hinds which 
had -boon estreated in this way by the 
crown. If there was any hardship in 
this direction he thought the govern 
inent might deal with the matter In a 
way which would not bring about the 
consequences which were likely to oc- 
cur sis a result of the bill under con- 
sideration. 

J. H. Hawthornewaite objected, en- 
dorsing the stand which had been tak- 
en by the leader of the Opposition. 

A division was taken and the bill 
was carried through its second read- 
ing by a division of 20 to 14. 

The bill follows: 

"1. This Act may be cited as the 
'Companies Existence Revival Act, 
1907.' 

-" Any company which has been in- 
corporated under the 'Companies Act. 
1878,' 'Companies Act' or amending 
Acts, or tiie 'Companies Act, lS'JO,' or 
amending Acts, and which has not 
been wound up may apply to the Regi- 
strar of Joint Stock Companies for a 
eertiiicate which he is hereby em- 
powered to give, that under the provis- 
ions of this Act such company has 
been granted perpetual existence. 

"3. Such eertiiicate shall not Issue 
until the same fee that would have to 
lie paid under the 'Companies Act, 
181)7,' upon un application for incorpor- 
ation shall have been paid to the Regi- 
strar of Joint Stock Companies. 

" J . In case the existence of the ap- 
plying company has not been termi- 
nated at the time of such application, 
tiie said company shall, upon the Issu- 
ance of such eertiiicate, have perpetu- 
al existence. 

"6. Where such application is made 
on behalf of a company whose term of 
existence has expired, then upon the 
Issuance of such eertiiicate the Incorp- 
oration of such company shall be and 
it is hereby revived for an unlimited 
period of existence, and such company 
shall be deemed to have been In ex- 
istence for all Intents and purposes as 
from the date of Its original Incorpor- 
ation, and nil real and personal pro- 
perty held by such company at the 
termination of its original period of 
existence shall bo deemed to have been 
and shall be vested In such company, 
subject to any dispositions thereof 
which the company may have purport- 
ed to malic: and all acts, deeds, 
transactions, and proceedings purport- 
ing to have been made by or on behalf 
of or to or with the company shall be 
deemed valid and effectual, according 
to the nature and tenor thereof. 

"0. Nothing hereinbefore contained 
shall affect any proceedings to wind up 
any such company." 

Debate Adjourned.

Medical Superintendent's Annual 
Report of Satisfactory Char- 
acter—Much Progress 



The thirty-fifth annual report of the 
secretary by the superintendent of the 
Provincial Hospital for the Insane was 
recently submitted to the provincial 
institution, Dr. Doherty. The report, 
which gives a complete account of the 
operations of the asylum during the 
past year and a record of the move- 
ments of the hospital population as 
well as statistics us to revenue and 
expenditure, contains much informa- 
tion of interest to the funeral public 
and la herewith published in part. 
Admissions 

During the year 150 patients were 
admitted, an increase of 27 over the 
previous year. Of these 108 were 
males and 42 females, this being the 
usual ratio ot the sexes heretofore ad- 
mitted. 

The number admitted from the Yu- 
kon was 19, nine men and one woman. 

Only one patient was admitted twice 
during the year, a case of dementia 
praecox (hebephrenic). 

Of the 150 admissions, S3 were suf 
fering from their first attack, 2G from 
their second, 5 from their third and 
4 from their fourth. In 31 cases It 
was impossible to ascertain the num- 
ber of attacks, but It Is more than 
probable that a proportion of these 
were cases recurring. 

One patient was admitted who was 
not insane; he was discharged after a 
few dais' detention. 

Fifty-six of those admitted were 
married, 12 were In the widowed state, 
74 had never been married, while in 
8 cases we were unable to ascertain 
the civil state. 

In religion, 34 were Roman Cath- 
olics, 96 were Protestants, 13 were 
heathen, while In five Instances we 
were unable to ascertain the denomin- 
ation. 

Of those admitted, 5 had received a 
superior education, 46 had received 
only limited education, while 14 could 
neither read nor write. 

As to the nationality of those admit- 
ted, only 50 were born In Canada ;and 
13 in United States, while the nation- 
ality of the others may be readily as- 
certained by referring to table No. 7. 

Table No. shows precisely the oc- 
cupations of those admitted. 

Causes 

It is indeed hard in many rases .ad- 
mitted hero to assign definite cause, 



of mental and nervous diseases 
one of the most serious menaces to 
the public welfare, Is the result of try- 
ing to educate numbers of Individuals 
whose central nervous systems are 
functionally unable to withstand the 
strain Imposed upon them, is obvious 
to us as asylum physicians. The tlrsi 
duty of the educator should be to de- 
termine the latent capacity of the In- 
dividual and then adapt training as 
far an possible to meet the needs of 
the developing nervous system and to 
render It impossible, or at least, to 
strongly dissuade the individual 
(parents of individual) who is physi- 
cally and mentally unfitted for a 
stress such as is associated with the 
acquirements of what Is called a liber- 
al education. 

Discharges 

During the year 79 patients were 
discharged, 55 men and 24 women. 
This number exceeds that of last year 
by 3, and is the largest number ever 
discharged from this institution in any 
one year. 

In classifying the discharged during teiulVii'i'V"' fr 



the past year I took precaution to re- 
cord as cured only those who, In my 
opinion, were permanently cured, 
while many who formerly would have 



healthy amusement of patients which helps 
to distract from morbid thinking! and feel- 
Ins.

The tendency of hospital practice Is to 
place less dependence upon drills und great- 
er reliance upon nutritious food, to make 
every endeavor to remove known causes 
of ill-health and If possible to promote 
the normal performance of bodily func- 
tions. The excessive use of hypnotics has 
been avoided as much us possible 
i such practice Is 
and to retard

centricity or neurotic manifestations 
of one kind or the other, our list of 
cases due to this cause would be even 
larger. 

Hy careful Investigation on our part 
one fact lias shown Itself to bo quite 
evident, and this is that In the vast 
majority of cases, whatever the Im- 
mediate exciting cause, the trouble Is 
more remotely the result of a predis- 
position or favoring weakness without 
which the direct and obvious cause 
would have been Ineffective. This pro- 
disposition Is found when sought in 
a great majority of our cases, and even 
when not found, may often be Inferred 
from the Inadequacy of the apparent 
factors in the causation of the mental 
disorder. 

In tliis connection a few words of 
warning might not be out of place, If 
a training of pedagogic gave teachers 
a clearer and more practical insight 
into the actual life as well as some 
appreciation of the beginning of path- 
ological tendencies of humanity, many 
failures or mental breakdowns would 
ho avoided. There Is probably no 
greater fallacy today than the general 
belief that the education given In our 
public schools Is a cure-all for many 
deficiencies of our social and political 
system.

Ottawa, March 13 On the motion to go 

Into e.oinmlttee of ways and menus, .Dr. 
Alfred Thompson, member for the Yukon 
brought up the present position of that 
territory. He said the minister of the In- 
terior hud last summer sent 11 party of 
geologists and engineers to make an ex- 
amination of the mineral rtuources of the 
Yukon. They examined the gravels from 
Which a million dollars worth of gold bad 
been taken. The geological party, under 
McCounell, reported there wns still 63Vj 
millions worth of gold to lie obtained from 
these gravels which the party had not the 
time to examine, and from which $2n,0W,- 
000 worth of .gold bad been taken, and 
from those, gravels Dr. Thompson declared 
that $23,000,000 more gold could be obtulii- 
ed. This meant ihut then, was still al 
leasl $75,000,000 worth or gold to be 
taken from the Yukon, so the future of 
that district wins assured, In fact, in the 
past ten years the Yukon had yielded 
$120,000,000 In gold. . . 

Electing Members of Council. 

Tlie time had come for a change In 
the met had of electing members, of the 
council. The government should make 
tliem all elective and do nway with the 
right of appointing some of them, The 
Yukon was not readv for^omplete'- prov- 
incial responsibility, but t hcPdlstrlui, •Hboiild 
be given the same system of administra- 
tion ns the northwest terrltorbn hud two 
years a,go. 

With the completion of the mine, Can- 
ada would need n steady supply of gold. 
Only n sinal part of the Yukon had been 
prospected. There wns every reason to 
believe that more gold existed there, and 
It would be good. Ufllk'JC -fatartUi- /govern- 
ment to aid In linding it, lit 'least to the 
extent of sub-sldlzlng small draught boats 
to carry prcejpectors and their kits up the 
Yukon and lis tributaries. 

Dr. Thompson spoke hopefully of the 
results to be obtained from the changed 
methods of mining, particularly the adop- 
tion of dredglu.g. .Re- ihiUl J^luV-gpeople 
wauled the old hydrnittfr clnhits dpi'iied up 
or Hie present owners compelled to 
work them. 

Dr. Thompson said be had recently 
shown the agricultural committee a sam- 
ple of the line wheat grou'iphV-tttle' Yukon. 
He thought If tin' government would es- 
tablish 11 small agricultural experiment sta- 
tion there, surprising results would be ob- 
tained. The telegraph service to the Yu- 
kon was frequently Interrupted In winter 
by reason of severe climatic conditions, lie 
recommended the establishment of wire- 
less stations to bridge the gap between 
Quesnellc and Ilnzelton. 

Yukon Has Begun to Gain. 

Hon. Mr. Oliver mild that an elective 
council would undoubtedly have been 
given the Yukon If Its late of progress bad 
been maintained. However, the Yukon bud 
ceased to lose people, and had begun to 
gain. This movement seemed likely to 
continue, and Mr, Oliver said he thought 
the pending election would be the last for 
a mixed election and an appointed council. 

Mr. Oliver said Hie government had 
cancelled the hydraulic concessions but 
had not opened them up because there was 
11 possibility of the concmslonnrles esta- 
llshlng their title by proving they had 
done their assessment work. Therefore the 
government had undertaken lo test the 
rights of the concessionaries by bringing 
action iu the exchequer court to eject 
them. This would clear up the titles. Mr. 
Oliver expressed bin sympathy with 'the 
prospector. Ho thought the mining code 
passed Inst session had been ol great 
benefit to the IiiisIiicfh ot prospecting. Mr. 
Oliver said he was not authorized 10 make 
uuv promises ns to aiding prospecting ot- 
to establish wireless telegraphy.

Text of Lord Elgin's Despatch- 
No Suggestions From 
* • Canada 



(London Times) 

A ".Despatch from the Secretory of 
■State for the Colonies with enclosures, 
respecting the Agenda of the Colonial 
Conference, 1007." has .been Issued by trie 
Colonial Office as a Parliamentary paper 
[Cd.3,3371. The following is the text of 
Lord Elgin's Daspntcb, which Is addressed 
to the Governors-General of the Australi- 
an Common weal th and the Dominion of 
Canada mid the Governors of New Zealand 
Cape Colour, .Natal, and Newfoundland: 

My Lord, 
.Sir. Downing Street, January 4. IOOi. 

I have the honor to Request that you 
will convey to your Minister the fo'.iwlug 
preliminary proposals on the subject 
the Agenda and procedure at the coining 
Colonial Conference. 

For convenience of reference 1 enclose 
in this despatch prints containing the 
resolutions of Australia and New Zen- 
land, and nh>o a copy of a despatch for- 
warding the resolutions of Cape Colony. 
These Colonies only have desired to bring 
forward subjects for the consideration of 
the Conference. 

1 thlnk.it will be well to deal with the 
matter In relation to the time which may 
be expected to be available for the Con- 
ference, and to the subjects which It is 
reasonable to expect that It will be pos- 
sible to discuss adequately in that time. 

In 'this connection It may be useful to 
refer to the Conference of 1002, which 
may lie regarded as according to some ex- 
tent a precedent on the present occa- 
sion. At that conference there were ten 
sittings, held generally twice a week, and 
Its totul actual duration was about one 
month omitting the period during which 
the proceedings were suspended owing to 
a nan accident to Mr. Chamberlain. In addi- 
tion to the sittings ofu the Conference, re- 
course was had to discussions with other 
Ministers of State In this country with 
regard to questions In which their Depart- 
ments were primarily Interested, and also 
to discussions with the Secretary of Stale 
or Under Secretary of State for the Colon- 
ies with regard to matters which princip- 
ally interested one single Colony or group 
of Colonies. 

The papers already forwarded to you 
indicate that the matters to be brought 
forward for discussion at the next Con- 
ference are at least equal In number and 
Importance to those which were discussed 
In l!Hr_'. II would, ncocrdlti.gly. seem best 
to assume that an equal number of sit- 
tings may l'.r found necessary, and that 
provision will be required for supplement- 
ary discussions outside the Conference. 

It is probable that three sitings inlslit 
lie conveniently held In each week, and 
that the Conference may be expected to 
last from three weeks to a month. It Is, 
I understand, desirable that the Prime 
Minister of Cape Colony, and probably 
other Prime .Ministers, should be able to 
return as soon as possible after the middle

duration of the Conference, since the first 
slttlug is to be held on the 15th of April. 

I proceed to offer certain observations 
on the subjects which may be expected 
to come forward for discussion. 

In my despatches of the dates noted In 
the margin. I have suggested the following 
matters for discussion: 

The Constitution of the Conference. 

Emigration to the Colonies. 

Naturalization. 

The method of ordering ammunition from 
this country. 

It Is probable that the Army Council 
and the Lords Commissioners of the Ad- 
miralty may also desire to bring forward 
certain subjects. These will, however, 
come under the general head of Defence, 
referred to below, and I have felt that 
it will be best to give precedence to the 
subjects which the Colonies themselves 
have suggested for consideration. 

I trust that It may be possible in the 
time availably, to give some attention to 
all those subjects, 'but In considering 
what the agenda will be, it has been 
necessary to make" some analysis of them, 
and to come to some conclusion as to the 
order in which they should stand; and I 
have thought it right to place first among 
the subjects sncested by the Colonies 
those put forward by all. the three Colon- 
ics. which have made ;snKe«Clonsl then to 
consider those siigested by more than one, 
and then those digested by one Colony 
only. This principle must, of course, !>•? 
followed with due regard to the Intrinsic 
Importance of the subjects themselves and 
to the probability of arriving at definite 
results by <lIsc\tsion. 

On reference to the enclosures In this 
despatch your Ministers will not that all 
the three Colonies have put forward the 
following subjects: Imperial Council. Pre- 
ferential Trade. Defence. To these may be; 
added .Emigration and Naturalization, pro- 
posed by Ills Majesty's Government, and 
also suggested by some Colonies. 

The question which I should desire to 
discuss at Ibe outset is that of the future 
constitution of the Conference, including 
the proposals for an Imperial Council 
which were put forward by my predecessor 
and nre supported in the resolutions pro- 
posed by Australia and •New Zealand. In 
the course of this discussion it may be 
found convenient to refer to the sixth 
resolution of the Commonwealth of Auh- 
tralla as to (he organization of the Colon- 
ial Office. 

The question of preferential trade cov- 
ers the subject suggested in the l.lntli 
New Zealand resolution, viz.. the legisla- 
tive powers of the Colonies In the matter 
of mutual shipping and coastwise trade as 
put forward by Australia and Cape Colony, 
and In connection with It must lie taken 
the fourtenth resolution of Australia, res- 
pecting treaties. 

Defence Is n quest Inn which It is nb- 
viouelv desirable to consider fully at the 
Conference: and as regards emigration. It 
wll be possible to consider the ninth Aus- 
tralian resolution in connection with the 
emigration question referred to In para- 
graph T of this despatch. 

The above five subjects— constitution 
r.f future conferences, preferential trade, 
defence, naturalization, and emigration— 
may tie regarded as primary subjects for 
consideration. 

Your Miniilsters will further note that 
the subjects suggested by two Colonies, 
and not dealt with in the foregoing ob- 
servations, are as follows: 

The genera', question of judicial appeals. 
Uniform svsteiu of patents (with which 
merchandise 'marks may be Included). 

The following subjects are suggested by 
one Colony and are not dealt with above:

fill. The question 111 regard to the Pac- 
ific Islands, sugested by New Zealand, 
could probably be most advantageously dis- 
cussed sepera'tely with myself by the 
Prime Milliliters of New Zealand and ui 
Australia, as a somewhat similar question 
was seperalelv discussed. 

The following subjects would then re- 
main for discussion at the Conference 
after the primary subjects noted In para- 
graph 13 of this despatch: 

The general question of Judicial appeals. 

Uniformity of patents and merchandise 
marks. 

Reciprocal admission to certain profes- 
sions. 

Extension or British Interests in the 

Pacific, 
Metric svsteiu. 
Reservation of bills. 

These subjects vary materially in Im- 
portance, and also In respect to the pos- 
sibility of useful discussion, having regard 
to the state of public opinion In the Cul- 
led Kingdom. For example, the question 
of reciprocity in professions Is complica- 
ted by technical considerations, and It Is 
doubtful whether discussion could at pres- 
ent result in anything further than an 
academic resolution. The question 
uniform system of patents has .formed the 
subject of much correspondence since the 
Conference of lDO?. and so far It has been 
found Impossible I'd overcome the difficult' 
les in the wav. Similarly. 'Ills Majesty's 
Government think that public opinion In 
this country Is not ripe for the adoption 
of the metric system. 

On the other hand. It would appear 
that the questions of judicial appeals and 
reseration of bills are matters on which 
discussion would he likely lo be fruitful 
In results: and the question of tile exten- 
sion of Uritish Interests in the Pacific 
suggested by Australia, Is one which 
might engage .the attention of a Colonial 
Con fereiicc. 

I propose, therefore, that the agenda 
of the Conference should be framed on 
the following lines: The nucleus of the 
subjects will be : Constitution of Future 
Conferences, Preferential Trade. Defence. 
Naturalization, Emigration. Next in order 
will come judicial appeals, reservation of 
bills, extension of British Interests In the 
Pacific. Finally, and If time allows, dis- 
cussion might proceed with re.gard to 
uniformity of patents and merchandise 
marks legislation, reciprocity In profes- 
sions, metric system. Separate discus- 
sions might be held on the matters refer- 
red to in paragraphs 17 and 18 above. 

1 have communicated the substance of 
the above mujestions in my telegram of 
the 31sl or December, and I trust that 
your Ministers wll agree with me In 
thinking that they afford a satisfactory 
basis of procedure. In cases when' dif- 
fering resolutions on the same subject 
are lo be moved by the representative of 
more than one Colony, it will be posslhl

In Chicago that m i I cause any uneasiness 
with regard to the rate situation. 

The railway.-: are all submitting their 
new schedules in npllai with the re- 
quirements of the commission. They In- 
volve : ■ 1 1 enormous amount; of labor and 
changes that are belli,; made, as far as 
he could isee. are being honestly made 
and with Ihe single object of carrying 
mi; the directions of the commission 
wbieh objects lo dozens of pases of un- 
elassltled commodity rates in the tariff 
bonks, while the Classified rates do not 
in some cases cover a quarter of a page.

London Times Reproduces Cor- 
respondence Between For- 
mer and Lord Newton 



London Times. 

The following- correspondence has 
passed between Lord Newton and 
Lord Curzon of Kedleston: 

Feb. '23, 1907. 

-My dear Curzon— When you were a 
member of the House of Commons you 
took a great interest in tho reform of 
the House of Lords, and I remember 
some (articles written by you in the 
National Review, in which a definite 
scheme was propounded. As you are 
probably aware, I nave just intro- 
duced a bill which. I hope, will come 
on for discussion at an early date. Had 
you boon a member of the House of 
Lords 1 should have hoped to receive 
your support, but as you are unfor- 
tunately not at present a member of 
either House of Parliament, I enclose 
a copy of the bill and write to ask 
whether the general scheme meets 
with your approval, and whether you 
consider that it is desirable that the 
Conservative party should associate 
itself with a definite policy of reform 
of the L'pper Chamber. 

NEWTON. 

My dear Newton — I have read your 
hill for the reform of the House of 
Lords with great Interest, and am 
glad thai you have Introduced it. 

Admitting that the future of that 
House Is certain at no distant date to 
be brought before the electorate, there 
appear to be three metltods by which 
the Unionist party might deal with It: 

(1) To defend the existing House 
without alteration; 

(2) To reform it upon lines not in- 
consistent with Its constitution; 

(3) To substitute for it. a new cham- 
ber, constructed on some different 
basis. 

The proposal to leave the House of 
Lords alone, hut to destroy or to cur- 
tail its veto can obviously make no 
appeal to us, since it is only assas- 
sination in a thin disguise, and if we 
are to cut off the arms and legs of the 
Upper House we might as well cut 
off its head nl once. 

Of the methods open to our party, I 
earnestly hope that we shall associate 
ourselves -with the second — I.e., a 
definite and well-thought-out plan of 
reform, designed lo meet the principal 
criticisms urged against the House of 
Lords — namely, its undue numbers 
nnd sparse attendance, the absence 
from it of representatives of import- 
ant classes, and the excessive predom- 
inance of one political party. • I havo 
always argued that the process of 
selection from the existing body of 
hereditary peers can bo best effected 
by applying the test of public ser- 
vice; and I therefore heartily sympa- 
thize Willi this feature of your pro- 
posal. The member of one party can 
satisfy any such lesl as easily as the 
member of another, anil there can be 
no suspicion of party manipulation. 
Whether the further reduction of the 
existing numbers should be brought 
about by the election of a certain 
number of peers by their own order 
is, perhaps, more open to argument, 
since here, even with minority repre- 
sentation, the criticism that one party 
would continue to be unduly repre- 
sented might be held to apply. 

Whatever may he settled about this, 
I should hope, in any reform, to see 
Ihe principle of life peerages admitted 
on a large scale, parlly as. a counter- 
poise to the hereditary element, part- 
ly witli a view to representing classes 
of the community or of the public ser- 
vice, such as the different religious 
denominations, other than the Church 
of England, the Labor organizations, 
the Indian civic servico, the Colonic*, 
and other Important interests at pres- 
ent unrepresented or Inadequately rep- 
resented in the House of Lords. 

Might not the power also be given 
to a prime minister to recommend the 
appointmnet of a considerable (though 
not unlimited) number of life peers In 
the first session of a new parliament, 
so as to produce a closer correspond- 
ence, If desired, between the strength 
of parlies In the two Houses? 

I hold most strongly that the hered- 
itary peer who Is debarred from the 
House of Lords should be at liberty 
to enter the House of Commons, but I 
ugroe with you that his choice, If so 
made, should be llnal. Personally ,1 
should like to see the ministers of the.

crown permitted to speak in both 
Houses, as is done in many foreign 
countries. 

These, however, are details or ac- 
cessories of any scheme of reform, 
and much discussion will doubtless be 
required before a measure can be de- 
vised which will reconcile the aspir- 
ations of all the reformers of differ- 
ent schools. The Important thing Is 
the adoption of reform as a principle 
by the party by whom alone, so far as 
can be seen, il ls' at all likely, to . bo 
successfully carried into effect. There 
are, I am convinced, hundreds of thou- 
sands of voters — and I believe that 
one day we shall llnd them to he a 
majority — who have not sufficient Con- 
fidence ip the House of Commons to 
wish Its measures to be free from, all 
revision or control, and who, therefore, 
regard a second chamber as indispen- 
sable, bul whose respect will be great- 
ly enhanced if Its nupporters come for- 
ward with a plan of . reform which, 
wlille voluntarily surrendering many 
of the privileges now enjoyed -by tho 



peers, will obtain by this • sacrifice a. 
second chamber enlltlcd to the trust 
of reasonable men of all parties, if 
the peers, themselves wore to take tho 
Initiative in such a proposal, as they 
have already twice done, with the sur- 
render first, of the privilege of voting 
by proxy, and, secondly, of the right 
of voting on legal appeals, they would 
bo playing a similar part to that en- 
acted by many of the great hereditary 
nobles of Japan at - the. time of tho 
Japanese revolution, " when by volun- 
tarily divesting themselves of much of: 
their prerogative they built up the 
fabric of the reformed constitution? and 
started their country upon the advance 
which has had such astonishing re- 
sults. I sincerely hope that your bill 
may receive 'the' favorable considera- 
tion of the House of Lords, and tliat 
tho Unionist party tv|ll accept tho 
principle of reform as a feature, in 
their policy and push it to a practical 
issue us soon, as thoy may possess tho 
power. .. . .

ett Winnipeg, and many other large 
distributing centres. The location of 
the mill lias not yet been decided upon 
but several suitable sites are 
consideration.

Barr, secretary, all three being well 
known In lumber circles in Washing- 
ton, where they conduct the largest 
wholesale business in the state. Be- 
sides this, the llrm carries on the 
largest retail business In Belllngham, 
and also acts as agent for a number 
of smaller companies, whose entire 
output they handle. 

B. H. Silver, president of the com 
pany, Is at present in New Westmln 
ster, conducting the negotiations which 
will lend to the establishment of tho 
mill on tho banks of the Fraser river. 
Seen last evening by a News reporter 
Mr. Silver readily consented to speak 
of his plans concerning the mill. In 
opening the conversation, Mr. Silver 
said that he had retrained from giving 
out any Information concerning his 
plans because up to quite recently 
they were not sufficiently matured, but 
tilings had now gone far enough ahead 
to warrant him in giving a few par- 
ticulars. 

Questioned concerning the com 
pany's plans, Mr. Silver remarked 
that they had secured extensive tim- 
ber limits within the past year, and 
at present controlled about a billion 
feet of standing timber In British Col- 
umbia. They had not yet commenced 
cutting this timber, but tho work 
would be started before long, and a 
large number of men would be em 
ployed in the logging camps. The tim- 
ber limits secured by the firm would 
be spread over an area of about sev 
enty-tlve miles. 

Going further into details, Mr. Sil 
ver declared that his company would 
have to build a mill on this side of 
the line In order to. handle the large 
amount of lumber which the limits 
would yield. Mr. Silver was not pre- 
pared to say exactly where the mill 
would bo built, but remarked that sev- 
eral suitable sites were under consid- 
eration. He admitted having Investi- 
gated several places suitable for mill- 
sites in Vancouver, but the prices ask- 
ed for the land wore, in his < pinion, 
far too high. The price In Now West- 
minster was much more reasonable., 
although, in the course of his search 
for the best site, lie hud found a tew 
which were held at a prohibitive fig- 
ure.

13000 WATER SOPPLY 



Raised by Recent Rains to Level 
of Overflow— Contrast 
With Last Year 



MARINE NOTES 



The steamer Tremont of the Boston 
Steamship Company is clue to arrive 
Sunday, March 24. 

The steamship Cyclops of the Blue 
Funnel Lino Is due to arrive on Wed- 
nesday, March 27. She has an excep- 
tionally heavy cargo, considerable of 
which is consigned to Victoria. 

The tramp steamer Tottenham will 
arrive at .Esquimau today to enter the 
dry dock for cleaning and general re- 
pairs. 

Included In the cargo of the Prin- 
cess .Victoria from the Mainland last 
evening were five carloads of horses, 
which will bo disposed of in this c-iiy. 
The animals were brought through 
from the upper .country and are in 
fairly good condition. 



For the second time this year Elk 
lake was full yesterday. It will be 
remembered that after the solid 
twenty-'four hours' rain of the mlddla 
of last month the lake rose six Inches 
to the level of the overflow pipes, this 
being the first time for two years Ibat 
it has been absolutely full. Since 
that time, there having been no heavy 
rain, the store of water in the lake has 
been gradually diminishing until it 
was last week a few inches below the 
overflow level. The rains of Sunday 
and Monday have had the effect of 
making up the deficiency, and accord- 
ing to advices received by Water 
Commissioner Raymur from the lake 
yesterday, it is now full again. 

The officials of the water depart- 
ment are somewhat elated at the 
quantity of water at their disposal this 
year. Last year at the opening of the 
dry season the surface of the lake was 
from six inches to a fool below the 
overflow level, and that at a corres- 
ponding time this year it should bi- 
as full as is possible is regarded us 
a good augury for the coming summer. 
With the two new pumps for which 
tenders were called yesterday — one to 
go on the intake of the twelve- Inch 
main and the other on the filter beds 
—It is calculated that there Is little 
danger of a water shortage this sum- 
mer, if he citizens will only be reason- 
ably cautious and not waste the water. 

In addition to the increased amount 
of water at tin.' disposal of the city, for 
six inches spread over the whole area 
of Elk lake mouns many thousands of 
gallons of available water, the pumps 
will enable the water works depart- 
ment to take advantage of the last 
available drop of water in the lake. 
Last year a good deal remained on the 
lilted beds, where it could not be 
drawn to the intake of the mains. 
This year, by means of the pump and 
flume on the banks, the water will bo 
carried to the Intakes, while in the 
twelvo-lnch main service the power 
will bo materially increased by the 
powerful pump that will be installed. 

"Work is being pushed ahead on the 
cleaning of the lake, and within a few 
weeks it is expected that it will be 
complete. A large gang of men is

She has a full cargo, including 125 
tons for Victoria, and has also got 92 
passengers. 

Captain Sprague of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha pilotage board brought 
the Kaga Maru from the Sound and 
will await the arrival of the incoming 
vessel in this city. 

The wreck of the steamship Dakota 
has led to many Inquiries as to 
whether she will .be replaced. The 
Commercial News of San Francisco or 
the 16th instant says: James J. Hill 
is quoted as saying that lie will not 
replace the Dakota, with another 
steamship, and will let the Japanese 
take care of the trade if they want to. 
This is taken to mean a relinquish- 
ment of Mr. Hill's extensive plans for 
developing trade with the Orient. 
"When criticism and ignorant Inter- 
ference meet every effort toward fur- 
ther development," Mr. Hill said, 
"there is no Incentive lo go after new 
business. The present disposition to 
interfere with the railroads Is likely 
to result in their paying attention only 
to the business already in hand, with- 
out building new branch Hues or de- 
veloping new business. So far as any 
loss of traffic by tin- Great Northern 
due to the abandonment of the Dakota 
Is concerned, it will lie of little Im- 
portance, Inasmuch as the Great 
Northern is already deriving from its 
own lines nil the traffic which it can 
conveniently handle. The Japanese 
have good steamship Iln«s and they 
can care for the business. Nor are 
they supposed lo maintain rates, or 
course, but as a matter or fact they do 
not, and they make rates that get the 
business." 

The Empress of India is expected lo 
arrive) from Vancouver early this 
morning, and will leave Immediately 
for the Orient. She Is about thirteen 
hours behind time and will have to 
travel at a pretty good clip to arrive 
at Yokohama on time. 

The Dominion government stormier 
Quadra will leave for Prince Rupert 
today, where she will place two gas 
beacons and a gas buoy in the harbor. 
She will also carry supplies to the 
various lighthouses along her route. 
Among those which will receive their 
regular list will be Lawyer .Island, 
Lucy island, PortlocK, scarlet point, 
Pultoney Point, Active Pass, Cape

OPIUM SEIZED. 

Contraband Goods Found on Steamer 
Whatcom at Bellingham. 

Seattle. March 19.— One hundred and 
thirty pounds of contraband opium, 
packed in half-pound cans, was seized 
Saturday night on the steamship 
Whatcom at Bellingham by Customs 
Inspector Hubbard. The officer was 
inspecting the baggage when he came 
across a trunk containing two hundred 
and eight half-pound cans of the drug. 
He waited for the ow ner to claim the 
trunk, and it was while waiting that 
he noticed a linen traveling bug under 
a seal on the deck of the vessel. lie 
opened the bag and found that it 
contained fifty-two cans of opium. The 
owner of the opium was evidently 
aware that the drug had been discov- 
ered, for no one claimed the baggage 
when the vessel arrived in Seattle. 

This is the third seizure of opium 
made by inspector Hubbard in the 
past six months. He seized two hun- 
dred pounds a shorl time ago which 
had been smuggled from British Co- 
lumbia. A man named Bruce, charged 
with having smuggled this drug across 
the lino, is at present awaiting trial.
